Solyman I, 1 580 1666, was the 
greatest ruler of the Othnian dy- 
nasty. TO this day he is held the 
superior of all the Sultans, and in 
him the Turks take the greatest 
pride. 'The ( 'hristian Knights of SI, 

John of Jerusalem} a Roman Cath 

olio order, had several strongholds 
in France, Italy and Asia Minor. 
Timour broke them up at Smyrna. 
Solyman besieged and undermined 
their fortress at Rhodes and dis- 
persed them. Ho captured and 
held the greater part, of Hungary. 
The king, many nobles and, 84,000 
of the King's troops perished in ils 
defease. He besieged Vienna, but 
was successfully resisted. In 1589, 
Solyman again laid siege to the Au- 
strian capital, with an aimy of 250,- 
000 men. It was a very rainy sea- 
son, and from softness of the 
ground, the 800 cannon he set out 
with, had to be left behind In Hun- 
gary. 'The wall of t.ho city was 
breached by undermining, but 
every time the Turks attempted an 
entrance they were mowed down by 
the cannon of the Austrian*. 'The 
lack of 'Turkish artillery was the 
only thing that saved Vienna. 
C'ohl weather forced the 'Turks to 
raise the siege. 

Solyman built and equipped a 
strong maritime Beet, which was 
operated on the Black Sea ami 
along the whole Mediterranean sea 
coast, by the famous Capita n Pasha 
Barbarossa, who gained great re- 
nown for the Turkish navy. Bar 

barossa captured many seacoast 

cities and a part of the Meet of the 
Bmperor Charles V., commanded by 

the renowned Admiral Doria. He 
defeated the combined fleets of the 
Pop*, of Venice, and of Charles Y. 
In a great sea light off Prevesa. 

Ho took and plundered Minortca, 

captured and for a time held Nice, 
France: and tiansported 70,000 
Arabs and Moots to the Sultan's 
Algerine dominions. 

Solyman left a vast, empire, the 
extent of which was never added 
to, except the Islands of Cyprus 
and Oandia. In Europe it em- 
braced all of present Turkey, with 
the now emancipated territories of 
Bulgaria, East Uoumelia, Bosnia, 
Servia, Herzegovina, luuiiiiiinu, 
pails of Epirus and Thessaly, near- 
ly all of Hungary, part of Austria, 
all of Greece, and part of Venetia. 
In Asia, all of Asia Minor, the Bible 
countries, Arabia, Babylonia, 
Assyria, Mesopotamia, the Caucas- 
us, the Crimea and all the leriitory 
between the Black Sen and .Sea of 
Azov, across to the Caspian Sea up 
to Astrakhan. Anil in Africa, 

Egypt, Algiers and Tripoli. These 

countries were divided into twenty- 
one viccroyal governments and con- 
tained twenty different races of 
people, with a population Of about 
46,000,000. 'The 'Turks of them- 
selves did not numbei much aver 
15,000,000. Of the many races in 
the empire the Ottomans, Arabs, 
Crim 'Tartars, Kurds, 'Turkomans, 
Berbers and Mamelukes, were 
Mahometans. All others, except 
.lews, were of various Christian 
sects, the most numerous being 

those of the Greek Church. 

intrigue was always rife in the 

court of the Sultans. Rival asp! 

rants for ollioial positions were 
always at work for their own prefer- 
ment. It was the same with the 
ladies of the harem, who were 
always laying wiles, one against the 
other, for the succession of their 
own sons. Solyman hail three sons 
by different mothers 'The oldest. 
Prince Musfapha, was his father's 

viceroy of an Important province, 

and a very able man. Prince Baja 
zet was distrusted and unemployed, 
Prince Selim was diunken and dis- 
solute, but his mother was the 
favorite Sultana, and ol great in- 
tluenee. Through her niaehina 
tlonS Solymnn's mind was poisoned 

against Mustapha and Bajaset, and 

he was made to believe Ihev were 
conspiring to depose him The 

Sultan put them both to death on 

Suspicion, with no chance lo defend 
themselves. 'These murders weie a 
foul blot on an otherwise great 
career, bill such thiniis were a com 
mon occurrence in Turk- 

Solyman established a Code of 

laws and reorganized the feudal 

a Of the empire. He was a 



a patron of learning and founded 
many schools and colleges, lie was 
a friend of, and specially favored, 
I he t'lema , these learned men be- 
ing the only aristocracy recognized. 
lie built a splendid Mosque for his 
own place of worship, and named 
it after himself. His name is per~ 
pet unfed in 'Turkish histoi 
" Solyman the Magnificent," "Soly- 
man, the Lord of his Age," and 
"Solyman Kanonnni," (the Law- 
giver) He died in 1566, and was 
succeeded by his son Selim. 

Selim II, i.v , was a poor 

stick of a Sultan. He was devoted 
to the pleasures of the harem and 
of such drunken and debauched 
habits that he was called a "sot" 
by his own subji The govern- 

ment was rui. by the very able 
ministers his father left in office, 
and there was no loss lo i he stability 
or strength of the empire. From 
the time of Czar Ivau II., the 'Turks 
and Russians had frequent clashes 
at arms, generally with, honors 
about even, until in the time of the 

great Empress Catherine, the Turks 
came to fear the Russians as danger- 
ous adversaries. In a battle wilh 
the Russians at Astrakhan, on the 
Caspian Sea, the 'Turks were badly 
defeated. 'This disaster led Selim's 
Grand Vizier, Sokoli, into a pro 
to conned the rivers Don and Volga 
by a canal. The Don empties into 
the Sea of Azov and the Volga into 
the Caspian Sea, and by northeast- 
erly and noithwesterly bends I he 
two rivers come within thirty miles 
apart. It wai this thirty 

miles the canal was to be built. 
Sokoli hoped lo bar Russian pro- 
gress southward by shipping troo 

i'lery, and mi 
threatened polti Constanti- 

nople via the Black Sea, I he Sea of 
iv, the rivers and the canal to the 
Caspian Sea. Many thousand men 
were set to work to dig the canal, 
guarded by a strong force of 'Turk- 
ish troops. The rot on to 
it, and, descending on the 'Turks in 
overwhelming put them 
to flight. No further attempts were 
made to build the canal. Il was 
also a projeol <^( Sokoli lo connect 
the Mediterranean ami Bed Sras by 
a canal at Suez, giving their ships 
an outlet into the Indian Ocean.

Near the beginning of the Thir- 
teenth Centurj his Khan, in 
his invasions in .rried away 
it multitudes Of people for 
slaves.

corps. Their ranks wine increased 
and kept recruited by purchases in 

the slave markets outside of Egypt. 
They were known as Mamelu

for slave. They were all cavalry, 



superbly mounted and armed, and 
were divided into three classes. 
'The first corps were pure Caucas- 
ians, The second corps, the Djel- 

bans, were sla\es brought from 
Ahysinia. 'The third corps, the 
Korsans, were slave mercenaries 
from all nations. They were a 
formidable body of troops and in 
later times elicited the admiration 
of the great Napoleon. 

'The Mamelukes came to feel 

powerful and Independent. In 
1264, they killed the last prince of 
the Eyoub dynasty, usurped the 
government of Egypt and, put 

one of their own number on the 
throne as Suit in. 'The first 
dynasty, the Bahariles, ruled until 
1388, when this was succeeded by 
the dynasty of the Borjites. They 
made Egypt more properous and 
powerful than it had been since the 

time of Sesostris. in 1291, they con- 
quered Syria, Palestine and Arabia 
I elix, including Mecca and Medina. 
'They made these provinces tribu- 
tary under Viceroy's. In 1516, the 
Turkish Sultan, Selim I. wrested 
Syria and Arabia Felix away from 
the Mamelukes, wd a year after, 
in an invasion of Egypt j subdued 
them. Selim, however, was forced 
to allow the continuance of the 

Mameluke Beys as governors of the 

provinces, subject to the payment 
of ti inute and military se 
the Turks. 

The Mamelukes fought gallantly 
against Napoleon at Alexandria, 
Cairo, and the battle of the 
but the soldiers of Western Europe 
overmatched them in superiority of 
arms and tactics. 'They despised 
»f cannon and considered 
fighting on horseback with s 

chivalry, only lit for gentlemen 
'They were proud, lordly warriors, 
and hud long been mutinous, law- 
less and tyrannical, in resistance to 
the authority of the Turkish Sultan. 

Meheniet All Pasha was Sultan 
Mahmoud's viceroy in the province 

of Egypt. Wilh the concurrence of 
of his imperial master, hedetermin 

ed to destroy ihe Mamelukes to be 
them. 'This he accomplished 

in 1S11, by a stroke of ruthless 
treachery and diabolical cruelty. 

'The Pasha made a great show of 
hospitality and friendship and 
invited them to a conference in his 
palace. After they wen disc 
from the great hall of the Divan, 
(hey had to proceed through a long, 
narrow passage between high walls 
to the outlet through the gates of 
the citadel. 'There, in a helpless 

position, they were shot down like 

dogs by 8,000 of the Pasha's 
nian troops, who were stationed all 
about on the walls Those not shot 
down Were stripped naked, di 
before the Pasha, and instantly 
beheaded by seimetars Some 
were boys 12 to M years old. They 
protostid their innocence of any 
conspiracy, begged for mercy, and 

I themselves as slaves. The 

Pasha was obdurate and the mass i 

nt on until all were desit 
Others not at the conference were 
pursued, killed or banished from 
pt.

The authorities of the Cleveland 
Day School for the Deaf, falling to 
secure the 160,000 for the establish- 
ment of an Institution in their city, 
from the Slate, are seeking revenge 
by having the system in VOgUO, in 
the Slate School, wiped out, and 
the oral method substituted by a 
bill to be introduced by a member 
of the Cuyhoga County delegation 
to the legislature. 

Here is the announcement of the 
scheme as published in the evening 
I'nss of Thursday.

versation hy observing the movement* of 
the lips Mr. Dunlop considers thl 

1 now in use at the t'olutnlms In 
stitution out of date and will endeavor to 

he change efleoted. 

And so up in Cleveland, the deaf 

are taught to sinir. How wonder- 
ful ! lt would be interesting to 
have several who have reached 
this Stage in their education to tie 
brought down and entertain the 
members of the legislature with 
their songs and let them prove be- 
yond doubt what the new method 
can accomplish, and thus verify the 
boast of their instructors. We 

never before knew that the deaf 
Could sine;. In our own case, the 
loss of hearing occurred at an age 
when we were familiar with many 
of the now old-time songs, 
" America," " Star Spangled Kan 
•• Columbia, the Gem of the 
Ocean." " Hock of Ages," " Home, 
Sweet Home," etc., and the various 
tunes or melodies are as fresh to us 
lO-day as they were thirty seven 
years ago. Hut to even hum the 
tunes now, let alone Bioglng the 
words, would brittg the laugh to 
anyone who heard them. Anyone, 
at all familiar with the deaf, and 
who desires to state facts, will leave 
singing out as one of the accom- 
plishments the deaf can be taught. 

It would be as ridiculous lor 
some members of the legislature \, 
introduce a lull, doing away alto- 
gether with spoken language, and 
that hereafter every person must 
speak by signs and linker-spelling. 
The latter would certainly be a 
blessing, and many, who are now 
in thtfir business affairs, are being 
hindered or bothered by noisy talk. 

Why the method of teaching the 
deaf in this Institution should be 
called into question, is beyond com- 
prehension. Speech lahelng taught 
lo ev cry pupil, who is capable of 
being benefitted by it. At the 

opening of school in September, 
every new pupil is given a trial, 
and when it is found speech can 
not be taught tO it, the next best 
thing Is done, the manual method 
is employed. Those favoring the 
oral method and using such flimsy 
argument* as given above to gain 
their point, will some day lament 
their actions. By such means, they 
are not helping the deaf, but rather 

injuring their progress.
